Faced by tlie grave emergency in 
its housing facilities, Columbia Uni- 
versity, whose 'total enrollment for 
1118 Is a;,G08, contemplates entering 
upon a building program called "slas- 
Rcring" by President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, and Involving millions of dtjt- 
lars. The plight oi! the women stu- 
deuu is described as particularly seri- 
ous, and the rapid growth of the Uni- 
versity, the largest in (he world, de- 
mands, saya President Butler, "a vigo- 
rous and courageous handling of the 
residence hall problem." 

In connection with President But- 
ler's stateihent, ' made public lately, 
and detailing tentative plans for tho 
expansion of Coliimblas physical 
equipment, came the annouijccment 
by the Treasurer, Frederick A. Goetzc, 
that the University had purchased tho 
eleven-story Campus apartment house 
at-^ 39-41 'Cli^rèmont Avenue. This 
makes the third apartment house ac- 
quired by Columbia during the last 
few days, the others being Eton and 
Rugby Halls, 29-35 Claremont Avenue, 
each of eleven stories. These build- 
ings' are located opposite Students 
Hall, Barnard College, an element of 
importance, 'U was said, in dealln.< 
with the housing question as it affects 
women sluJents. 

By. these purchases 686 rooms, ac- 
commodating 788 persons, are added 
to the University's available bousing 
space. Teachers College, which is a 
part of the educational system of Col- 
uihbia University, bas also increased 
its housing facilities by the'purchaso 
of the Janus Court apartment house, 
106 Mornlngsldo Drive, and the Ban- 
croft apartment bouse at 609-616 West

He waa bom at Waatport. Coun-y 
Connaught, Ireland, vOn. Deqember St'.i, 
1S16. a few m'ontha after the defeat t>: 
Napol««n at the battle of Waterloo. 
Hta first. experience of soldiering came 
In 1853, when hé enUatcd in tlfe Con- 
naught Rangers, when the clondi or 
war with Rusaia were ho\;ertng In tht 
aky. On -the outbreftk 'o^ Var,' the 
Connaught Rangers were'ordèretf to t>u 
Crimea, and, with the rank of Se:-- 
g«ant, MacDon.-Ud. went to the fronL 
He »a>-s that he w«s. ther« for .twt» 
years expecting to be shot any tlmo, 
but he cscutwU unhurt except for o 
wound In the thumb' of his left hanil. 
He took pari in the battles of Maliikoff 
and tho Uedan, and In tho Siege .-f 
Sebostapool. His wound was cuuso.1 
by tho accidental explosion of un old 
breech -loading rifle hi the hands of one 
of hIa comrades. 
' In Indian Mutiny. 

At the conclu.iVn of the war, the 
Connaught Ranger.i returned to Eng- 
land, and with them came Seigeaii 
MacDonald. They were etatloncd at 
Aldershot for only two months when 
trouble arose In India, pnd they re- 
ceived orders to go there to assist in 
(lulcting the mutln.v.' The voyage fro.ii 
London to India was made In u ealllng 
ship and It took nine weeks for them 
to reach their destination. Sergeant 
.MnoRonald look part In the Relief of 
Cawnpore and the Relief of Lucknow. 
•and recalls how at Cawnpore nlno hur- 
drcd British soldiers hod to face nli;« 
thousand Sepoya, He wae one of a 
riumber of men who lay outside V!'e 
city walls for three days and thi^e. 
nights without having tjnything to cat 
or drink. 

After the Indian mutiny Sergeant 
MacDonald sokllered for ii few years, 
and on being discharged he came to 
Cana<la. arriving in Kingston about 
fifty yoara ago. Sergeant MacDonald 
hua lived in SaJTila and London with 
a daughter, hut he prefers to live In 
Kingston, and came buck here to live 
with .Mr.-). Collins. Hl.s pension was 
formerly two shillings a day from the 
Britieli government and three poMnda 
seventeen shillings from tlie Indian 
government, but .during tlie war these 
amounU • were considerably reduced, 
and he now -receives much leas. He 
at one-time poseesscd several medals 
for service, hut these were stolen alçng 
wiUi his belonging's on the. ship, while 
on the way to. Canada.'. On,.c<?ming to 
Kingston he worked for , the city cor- 
poration under ithe Wte John Wright. 
Voluntaeracf^for South Africa. 

During the ' Sn^ith African War ho 
wiia a constant visitor to tho bar- 
facka,'and although ho was. then nearly 
el^ht-flve years lold, he iiaked to be 
allowed to go with the colora to Africa. 
At that time he ivas a well-known fig- 
ure In Klmraton, and was referred to by 
the soldiers as ."Sunny Jltn." Through- 
out the present war he too'^ a great In- 
terest In the doings of the AWles. Ho 
was a keen conversatlonaHst and could 
debate keenly oh all' points regarding 
the campaign. About five years ago 
he began to show the first signs of 
failing health. Borne time ago ho had 
a fall while reading the bulletin, fol- 
lowed by a stroke, and aince then, he 
has declined'. ra|>ldly in heaHh. About 
two roontlui ago/'he suffered a collapse, 
death oomin jr;]^ .■.n|ffb;t.

When thcFe 
bulliUng operations are carried out, 
und they Include class rooms, gymn- 
oahim, locker rooms, shelves, instruc- 
tional room, a large play room, und un 
Indoor running track, the nchool will 
be one of the beat equipped in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec for the imparting of 
physical and , mental odlipation. 

The Trustees' have however further 
an addition In contemplation. To bal- 
ance this new western wing, provide 
the extra school acbonunodatlon that 
Is required in Verdun, and at thé same 
time. complete the proper symmetry of 
the block of bulldlii^S which coinprlse 
the Bannarityne Academy, they are 
considering bliiidfng In the spring a 
new eastern wing.
